The Governor said that he had 


started out early in the season to ad- 
vocate principles upon which his con- 
victions were sincere, and that he 
had been campaigning for the last 
sixty days, and during that time be 
had spoken in many states and before 
many different classes of people.

believed he had had an opportunity 
to judge the general trend of public 
sentiment.

prices. It is probable that by tho time 
any of our readers have had time to 
build up a good flock tho prices of tin- 
wool will have equalized themselves 
pretty fairly with the prices of othe-- 
agrictritural products at the time, what- 
ever they may be. 


The Angora goat is a native of Asia, 


and is largely, raised ia Asia Minor,' 
whence, some years since, they were 
imported into South Africa, which has 
been found singularly well adapted to 
them, and whose product now exceeds 
that of Asia Minor. The Turkish gov- 
ernment has become alarmed at the 
prospect of losing its monopoly, and for 
some years pjist has positively "forbidden 
their exportation. It is not likely, how- 
ever, that there would be much diffi- 
culty in an enterprising man, with the 
necessary money, in getting the goats 
There are a number of breeds used iu 
the Turkish provinces, bnt they are all 
said to be good, producing woof about 8 
inches long when clipped once a year. 
The South Africans clip twice a vear 
believing that they get a greater weight,' 
although not so long a fiber. 


Besides its use for alpaca and other 


dress goods possess:as a luster, mohair 
is largely used for braids and plushes, 
rugs and carpera When it is cheap, it 
is used for many purposes for which it 
cannot be afforded when in fashion. 


The Angora goat was first introduced 


into this country in 1848 by a South 
Carolina gentleman. 
Within a few 


years, however, the price of the wool 
began to decline, and the industry 
never got much foothold here. We have 
always been importers of mohair and 
are still if our factories are able to run 
under the present • Democratic tariff. 
California and Oregon have more An- 
goras than any other state, and C. P. 
Bailey of San Jose is the largest owner. 
He has a flock of about 10,000, of which 
1,000 are pure bred, and is probably 
making mouey at the present time. 
Lucky man! He easily took first pre- 
miums at the Columbian exposition and 
is iu receipt of frequent orders for bucks 
from South Africa. 
j 


The quality of mohair thus far pro-j 


duced in the United States is said to be 
inferior to that produced in Asia Minor 
and in South Africa. It lacks uniform- 
ity, and some of it is very poor indeed. 
There is very little which brings top 
prices. Tho secretary of the Wool Man- 
ufacturers1 association lately stated that 
when foreign mohair is quoted at 40 to 
45 cents domestic would usually be 
worth ,"0 to 82 cents. It is very com- 
mon among journals addicted to the 
boom 
habit 
to quote the 
highest 


prices paid for tho best mohair and the 
yield per fleece of the finest animals and 
cause their readers to believe that any 
one can start in with a lot of scrub 
goats and no care of them at all and get 
similar yields and 
similar 
prices. 


Nothing but disappointment cau result 
from entering the business with such 
expectations. The wool of badly bred 
goats is full of- hairs that are devoid of 
luster and will not take dye. 


As very few fanners will be able to 


start with a flock of pure bred or even 
well bred Angoras, it will be safest for 
them to enter the "business with very 
moderate anticipations both as to yield 
and price for the first year or two. "And 
there is no question whatever that they 
will make most money by putting a 
good portion of what they have to in- 
vest in the business in ;» high priced 
buck or two. Mr. Bailey lately shipped 
25 to South Africa at §100 each. Bucks 
have sometinseo sold as high as $1,500. 
None worth having r«n be bought for 
less than f 25. By getting good bucks 
and changing them each year the grade 
of the (lock can be run up very fast. 
Kwcs will cost from §2.50 to $4, ac- 
cording fo grade. As wo have frequent- 
ly Jiaid, we believe that there are a 
great many people who will moke, mon- 
ey by engaging in this business, even if 
they do not at first get top prices. Tho 
g'-ats are hearty feeders, and whilo they 
must iiave good winter care will get a 
great part of ilieir living from land 
which will othcnvi.se produce jio re.ve- j 
tui'- ;;r all; hi-nce the profit. At present 
there is no duty on mohair.—Oregon 
Agriculturist.

board and the Baptist and Greek so- 
cieties, there are at present, about 3,000 
adherents of the Christian faith io the 
country.

China, and as a result iho citizens are 
profoundly ignorant of any outside 
affairs. During the recent war with 
Japan rumors were circulated and be- 
lieved that a vast army of Knglish and 
American vessels which had "come to 
the aid of Japan had been destroyed, 
tho Japanese conquered and Formosa 
recaptured. The mass of the people, 
however, thought that th.e whole war 
was nothing but a frontier disturbance.

It is generally believed that all western 
notions could be comfortably arrayed in 
one of their little cantons. They" think 
Europeans have roauuors liks :lcgs, sad 
wonder if they also have names. 


Li Hung Chang, who is go well 


thought of in America ;uid Europe;, is 
but little regarded in his native coun- 
try. He has been blamed for signing 
treaties ana seems altogether too swift 
for the admiration of his fellow coun- 
trymen. During tho recent war ho was 
degraded. Mr. Wong removed one of 
his much prized peacock feathers and 
his yellow jacket 
Wong, the viceroy,

cause none such, sung or flew or bloomed I 
anywhere but in paradise. If he had 
mastered technical difficulties with pre- 
Kaphjielite "sincerity," they would 
have been as beautiful and less unreal. 
Bat in painting flesh and hair and- dra- 
pery, iu combining brilliancy of color 
like that of Meruliug with depth and 
gradation like that of Leonardo, no Eng- 
lish painter ever excelled him. 


Exception is taken to the monotonv 


of Rossutri's women, drawn from two 
or three types. 
The fault must b« 


shared with almost all painters. Then- 
is the -Raphaelesque type of face, the 
CorregGriesque, tint Titiauesqws and so 
on.

sheep suffers may be perceived by the 
illnstrarion of a scabby sheep. 
The 


wretched animal — wholly so by the 
fault of its owner — suffers intolerably, 
•while it is literally devoured alivo by 
uncountable myriads of these pest*. 


Like tho human itch mite, sheep scab 


is the evidence of ill keeping, of .filth 
and general neglect. It spreads from 
sheep to sheep, and quite oftfii by 
means of fences and posts or the corners 
of buildings as well as by dogs that 
have gathered the disease from sheep 
and communicate it to others. Once 
these pests get into a flock the sheep 
and the whole farm arc stocked for 
three years at least, although every 
sheep may be treated in the best man- 
ner—that is, unless the most complete 
disinfection is carried through men vig- 
orously. 


The insect burrows under the skin, 


causing inflammation and the formation 
of thin serum. This gathers on the skin, 
forming scabs or crasts, tinder which 
the insects live and work. These crnsrs 
at times break off, or the unhappy and 
tormented sheep rubs itself against trees, i 
fences, stones or the sides and corners oil 
buildings, thus breaking the scabs and 
loo=ening some parts of them, -which! 
either fall to the ground or become at- 
tached to the things the sheep have 
rubbed themselves against. 


Other sheep passing these places take 


op the mites, or these cravrl on to them 
in the infected stables or yards, and 
thus one sick sheep infects the whole 
flock and other flocks take up the 
mite=. and soon the whole locality or 
range is fully stocked. This has been 
the ease iu the great grazing tracts 
of Australia and Argentina, the results 
having been at times a great epidemic, 
by which a fourth of tlio sheep have 
perished miserably. But what of the 
future in such a case? The wlioio land 
is infects d, and one sheep imported with 
the disease is able in a few years to 
stock thousands of square miles and

How can I oveicome 
his tpntlpiiey to strike his knees? An- 
swer—Dress the feet of your colt so 
that they will measure 3X4 inches at 
the ton and 1 ^4' inches at the heel. Be 
very particular that hm feet are ab=o- 
hitt'ly lore! and true, jus-t as high cu 
eino side as cu the other and no higher. In 
ihncing him use a plain, narrow web 
slice, tollo\Mng clo«ely the wall of the 
hnof, and on the outside web of both of 
hi.s front shoos dravr them from the lust 
nail hole back from the too to the boil, 
so tlmt they will bo an eighth of an inch 
thicker at the heel than the heel of the 
rasidewfb. This has reference to his 
front feet only. Shoe him behind with a 
narrow web, plain shm-, following clcis-e 
Iy the wall of the hoof and just as light 
as possible, and protect his fool. We 
think this will obviate tho trouble you 
speak of —Horseman.
